HARRISBURG W>—A big ques- 


tion of the Nov. 8 election cam- 
paign Is just how much Democrat- 
ic Gov. Leader's regime will influ- 
ence voter thinking In choices to 
fill county courthouse and city hall 
posts acioss Pennsylvania. 


Republicans, who now control 


courthouses in three of every four 
counties, scoffed 
at Democratic 


claims that the party's 1954 vic- 
tory will carry into this year's mu- 
nicipal elections. 


But Democrats eyed their sharp 


registration gains and predicted 
the local elections would Improve 
their statewide position for the im- 
portant 1956 presidential year. 


The registration figures show a 


total voter enrollment of 5,035,169, 
including 2,771,754 Republicans and 
2,201,902 Democrats, a gain of 125,- 
000 from the May primary. Demo- 
crats picked up 86,780 and Repub- 
licans 30,857. But the November to- 
tal registration represents a drop 
of 300,000 from the state's all-time 
high of 5,341.970 for the 1952 presi- 
dential election. 


Talk About "Mess" 


Miles Horst, Republican state 


chairman, said "Republican lead- 
ers tell me that the big issues that 
the people are talking about are 
the mess that the Democrats have 
made of our state government in 
Harrisburg- and Gov. Leader's per- 
sonal attacks on President Eisen- 
hower." 


Sen. Joseph M. Barr, Democrat- 


ic state chairman, sized up the 
campaign as one, where if the tax 
deadlock is an issue, voters would 
view the Republican - dominated 
Senate with "public resentment." 


Thousands of local posts In coun- 


ties, cities, boroughs and townships 
are at stake but there is no uni- 
formity in the offices up for ballot- 
ing. 


The top contest, in statewide in- 


terest, is for mayor of Philadel- 
phia, the state's first city.

Across the state, Allegheny Coun- 


ty is Involved in a tremendously 
bitter political fight for county 
commissioners and district attor- 
ney. 


In addition, 28 of 47 third class 


cities elect mayors. Of the 28 seats 
at stake, 20 are in the hands of Re- 
publicans. 


In 44 of the 67 counties, all court- 


house jobs to be filled are held by 
Republicans; in 5 counties, only 


Democratic terms expire, and l;i 
the remaining 18 counties there are 
some from each party whose of- 
fices are up for election. 


A side issue will be local refer- 


enda on Sunday movies. Twenty-

HIS THIRD VOTE 


OF CONFIDENCE 


P A R I S (/P) — Premier Edgar 


Faure, recent victor in two crucial 
tests In the National Assembly, to- 
day demanded a third and even 
riskier vote of confidence. 


The result could throwf him and 


Foreign Minister Antoine Pinay 
out of office at the very start of 
the Big Four foreign ministers 
meeting in Geneva. 


Backed into a corner by defeat 


on two procedural questions, Faure 
shut off further debate until tomor- 
row by demanding a vote of con- 
fidence. Until the vote tomorrow, 
the Premier, a master of political 
maneuvering, had an opportunity 
to cast about for additional sup- 
port 


Had a decisive vote been taken 


this morning, he probably would 
have been beaten. 


The point that the Big Four 


foreign 
ministers 
were starting 


their meeting in 
Geneva today 


seemed to have caused no hesitan- 
cy among deputies who want to 
throw the government out. 


Wins Two Votes 


It was the same way last week 


when the Premier asked for a vote 
of confidence on Algerian policy. 
He won that one easily 308-254 
after the deputies had a weekend 
for reflection, though on a prelimi- 
nary procedural question they had 
defeated him 305-274. 


Faure asked for a vote of con- 


fidence this time after the depu- 
ties voted 289-286 to take up a 
Socialist resolution refusing their 
confidence. 


Earlier, the Assembly refused 


303-275 to give priority to a mild 
government formula "taking note" 
of government declarations on its 
general policies. 


Technically, the vote tomorrow 


will be on this government reso- 
lution. 


Limit Parliament's Life 


But actually it pits opponents of 


Faure's plan for a general election 
in December, at least under pres- 
ent electoral laws, against those 
in favor. 


Faure has proposed to cut short 


the life of the present Parliament, 
•which normally would continue 
until next June, in order to elimi- 
nate some politics from decisions 
that have to be made on North 
Africa. 


During the debate orators show- 


ered criticism on the government 
for a series of French misfortunes. 
These included: the anti-European- 
ization vote in the Saar plebiscite; 
chief of state Bao Dai; the pos- 
sibility that Mohammed Ben Yous- 
sef, anti-French sultan of Morocco, 
may soon be back on his throne.

questions involving movie censor- 
ship and segregation no doubt will 
be thrown into the courts for years 
to come. 


For example: While the court 


has ruled public school segregation 
and segregation on buses crossing 
state lines as unconstitutional, it 
has never ruled that segregation 
of all kinds is aiiConstitvtionaJ. 


Rebuffed Two States 


Someday, in some future case, 


the court m«ght rule that way. Be- 
fore then, because of successive 
decisions of the court against vari- 
ous phases of segregation, segre- 
gation may have withered away.
